CHICAGO, July 31.—Judging- from the 


prevailing- conditions at noon to-day 
the National Silver convention that 
opens to-morrow will be a much larger 
gathering than its promoters had an- 
ticipated, and this afternoon they are 
Beurrying around the town in the en- 
deavor, which is likely to prove futile, 
to secure a larger auditorium than that 
of the First Methodist church, which 
has been engaged for the gathering. 
Between six and seven hundred dele- 
gates have already registered at the 
office of "Coin," the organ of the sil- 
verites, and the big delegations from 
lown, Ohio and New York are yet to 
put in an appearance. The executive 
committee at its meeting this morn- 
ing determined that it did not propose 
to have anyone crowded out, and that 
if the church proves inadequate at the 
commencement of proceedings to-mor- 
row they will adjourn for a day and 
reassemble in Central Music hall. 


The Colorado delegates came in this 


morning, resplendent in badges of sil- 
vet*and blue, bearing the shield of the 
htatc, a replica of a silver dollar and 
tho inscription: "Liberty and Union." 
Having opened up headquarters at the 
Palmer house, they proceeded to dis- 
tribute themselves around the hotels 
for missionary work. 


(iov. Waite, who is to be kept in the 


rear on account of his inflammatory 
utterances of a couple of weeks ago, 
did not come with the main delegation, 
and could not be located by them on 
their arrival. 


C ongrcssman Bland, of Missouri, was 


one of the early arrivals at the offices 
in the Jlontauk block, and for awhile 
hold something of an informal levee. 


Other callers during the morning 


wore: Gen. Warner, Senator Lee Man- 
tle, of Montana; Senator Geo. L. 
Khoupe, of Nevada; Senator Dubois;

MUST PAT THE TAX. 


Secretary Carlisle Refutes to Grant Be- 


lief to the Distiller* and Their 


Bankeri. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. i,—The visit to 


Washington of Thomas H. Shirley, of 
Louisville, in behalf of the western 
banks who are carrying loans upon 
whisky in bond, was not successful. 
Mr. Shirley is a lawyer and represents 
u this matter banks in Louisville, 
Cincinnati, Chicago and Pittsburgh. 
Je came to supplement the efforts of 
the committee of distillers, which 
ileaded with Secretary Carlisle for an 
:xtension of the bonded period, but 
'ailed to convince the secretary that 
le could grant their request. 


Mr. Shirley based his argument for 


relief upon wholly different grounds. 
He claimed that the department could 
,nd should give the distillers and the- 
banks which hold their paper the 
right to export the product until the 
•MX. was paid. In the operation of the 
aw, Mr. Shirley explained, it happens 
;hat from twenty-five to bixty days 
elapse between the date on which the 
Bonded period expires, and that on 
which the revenue officials actually 
nit the penalty for failure to pay the 
;ax in force; that is, the clerical la-

FRANCO-SIAMESE MATTERS. 


The Blockade Will be Continued Until 
France's Demands are Satisfied. 


PARIS, Aug. 1.—The ambiguous lan- 


guage of yesterday's cabinet council in 
accepting Siam's surrender has excited 
much comment. It is generally un- 
derstood that this tone was adopted 
'or the purpose of soothing interna- 
tional susceptibilities. It is stated on 
ligh aiithority that France intends to 
,ake decisive steps to secure Siam's 
carrying out the terms of the ulti- 
matum. The blockade will be con- 
tinued until France's "'demands are sat- 
sfied. The French force now present 
n Siamese waters is believed to be 
sufficient to make the blockade effec- 


ve. 
A prominent Paris merchant who 


owns warehouses in Bangkok, in an in- 
^rview to-day, expressed tho opinion 
;hat decisive action is necessary to re- 
store the prestige which Prance en- 
joyed in Siam after the commercial 
treaty of 1860. French trade has re- 
cently not been b.eavy, it is said, in 
consequence of English and German 
enterprises and intrigues to destroy 
French Influence. He believed that 
;ho strong tone of the ultimatum 
would tend greatly to restore the in- 
fluence of France in Siam. 


The general opinion here is that the 


issue of the controversy is a triumph 
for France over English diplomacy. 
[t is believed that China will adopt her 
customary course of Laissez Faire, and 
not meddle with the matter. 
Tha Danger of Bloodshed at Bangkok 
Not OV«fr. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—jA. dispatch to the 


Central News from Bangkok, dated 
Monday, 7 p. m., says: "The uneasi- 
ness among the people here, far from 
lessening, is increasing. Seven more 
French gunboats have arrived at Koh- 
Si-Chang, making a lotul of thirteen 
now here. Negotiations are still going 
on, but the progress made is not re- 
ported. The intentions df the French 
are awaited with fear and apprehen* 
sion. 


Rear-Admiral Humann, 'command- 


ing the French squadron, has issued a 
becond blockade notice, to take effect 
three (lays from Saturday. He will or- 
der the liritish war ships, Pallas and 
Swift, now lying off Bangkok 1o go 
outside the Blockade limits.

France Demands Guarantee*. 


LONDON, Aug. 1.—The Paris corre- 


spondent of the Central News sayi- 
that it has been learned from good au 
thority that France demands as secur- 
ity from Siam that the terms of the 
ultimatum will be carried out, the 
temporary custody of Chantaboon, a 
town near the gulf of Siam; also that 
Siam shall establish no military sta- 
tion at certain named places near the 
f rontic \f Cambodia or within a certain 
distance t the Me-Kong river. 
Censorehlp Over Cipher Telegrams He- 
moved. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The censor- 


ship over cipher telegrams sent from 
Brazil to the United States has been 
removed. Information to that effect 
has been received at tjio state depart- 
ment from Minister Conger who is at 
Petropolis, the port of Rio de Janeiro. 
It is understood that the censorship 
did not apply to messages in cipher 
sent by foreign representatives to their 
home governments, but only to cipher 
messages of a private character.

Whisky Plentiful and Flowing Freely- 


White Settlers Afraid of Their 


Lives—Just on the Verge 


of an Outbreak. 


WEST SCPBBIOB, Wis., Aug. 1.—Spe- 


cial advices from 
Sheel Lake and 


3poonerf in Washburn county, on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & Omaha, 
say that between 400 and 500 Indians 
rave congregated and may don the 
war paint. These Indians have come 
from the reservations in the northern 
?art of Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
They secured special permit", from the 
government to go off on a tour to pick 
blueberries, which are found in very 
large quantities in Washburn county, 
and they have taken advantage of this 
freedom to a dangerous and xrausual 
degree. 


In the vicinity of their present loca- 


tion there are several settlements of 
Indians and they have gathered their 
red brethren about them until now a 
small-sized army could easily be mus- 
sered out of their numbers. Three 
squaw houses and several dancing 
platforms have been bnilt seven miles 
from the lake, and the nightly revels 
of these Indians make the woods re- 
sound. Whisky is plentiful and flows 
freely. 
Many of the 
Indians are 


armed, and threats upon the lives of 
settlers have been made by them. 
They have gone so far as to raise their 
rifles to shoot, and in many instances 
the escape o( settlors .from death has 
beeii narrow. Trouble is expected.

time they were regarded as the mani- 
festations of good spirits or of devils, 
In 1773, for example, a famous ex-monk 
known as Father Gassner established a 
spiritual sanitarium in Regensburg, 
where he is said to have drawn around 
him ten thousand

scientists have only Iteaten about tho 
bush. 


Mesmer was followed by the notori- 


lous imposter Cagliostro, by rt'Eslon, 
Marias and, greatest, the Marquis do 
Puysegur. The last named had a strong 
scientific bent and early called atten- 
tion to mesmeric features which there- 
tofore had been overlooked. He w as 
undoubtedly the first to give careful 
study to these phenomena, which, for 
lack of better words, we sum up and 
indicate by such clumsy term^i as som- 
nambulism, clairvoyance, clairaudience, 
mind-reading, thought 
transference, 


will control and the like. 


Since his time comparatively littlo 


new and original work ^lias been clone 
in this field of research, but an immense 
amount has been accomplished in study- 
ing details, ascertaining conditions and 
classifying phenomena It will proba- 
bly surprise the reader to know that 
over three hundred large volumes have 
been written upon tne subject by bcien- 
tific men of high standing, and that 
the work goes steadily on. Among the 
more eminent Investigators may be 
mentioned Dr. James Braid, Dr. Hack 
Tuck nnd Dr. Ireland, of England; the 
late Dr. George N. Beard, Dr. Grimes 
and Dr. William F. Hammond, of the 
United States; Baron vou Reichenbach, 
Dr. Preyer and Prot Weinhold, of Ger- 
many; Prof. Hansen, of Denmark; Dr.

Navigation of the air is a leading 


problem of the age. and in spite of the 
practical difficulties remaining unsur- 
mounted, therfois confidence that man s 
inventive genius can devise someptan 
of conquering the domain of the earth s 
atmosphere. 
An explanation of the 


mechanics of bird-flight clearly points 
to the conclusion that aerial navigation 
depends for its satisfactory solution on 
application of tbe same principles. 
Flight involves wing surfaces (pres- 
sure-surfaces) which must be both large 
and light For example, a body weigh- 
ing one hundred and fifty pounds will 
require approximately twelve square 
yards of wing-surface. The wing-sur- 
faces of birds are supporting-surfaces, 
lifting-surfaces, and relatively, gliding- 
Burfaces. These wing-surfaces are ap- 
proicimntely about one two-hundredths 
of the weight of the bird. The down- 
stroke of the wing is rapid and resist- 
ing, the up-stroke slower. There re- 
jults a quick lift and as the upper sur- 
face is very smooth and gantly arched, 
the up-stroke meets with less resist- 
ance. From the effect of the down-! 
stroke results the possibility of rising—j 
the lifting power. A drawing of a bent 
bow shows the wing position with, the, 
action suspended during flight.. AS| 
the wing-surface, from the beginning 
to the end of the stroke mokes a shovel-. 
shaped or scooping movement, scooping 
the air from above forward, and strik- 
ing it downward and backward, by 
which the wing-surfaces describe » 
partial

tion of two operations, a raising 
and a forward pushing movement, which 
constitute together one operation of 
flight: 
(1) The so-called horizontal 


Bight is not actually in a straight line, 
but is undulating. Supposing the bird; 
rises from the ground, he holds his body, 
obliquely, and rises in an oblong course 
by rapid strokes of the wing. On reach- 
Ing a desired height he brings his body 
to the horizontal direction by means of 
his steering appliances, and pursues his 
horizontal course, accelerated by tho 
Influence of gravitation. The bird is 
continuously subject to this force,which 
it overcomes with every stroke of the 
wing, and the quicker the operation 
tho more rapidly the bird shoots for- 
ward. 
For an Intelligent horizontal 


flight the steering appliances of the 
bird are, however, of first-class impor- 
tance. Those aro the head, the neck 
end the tail, and, if the lost is wanting, 
I'uC outstretched legs. These together 
balance the body for horizontal flight 
(2) Linear horizontal sailing without 
beating of the wings is only the contin- 
uous motion following powerful wing^ 
strokes which give the body a forward 
Impulse, in which it is supported by 
stiff, outstretched wings gliding over 
the volume of air which presses upward 
against it 
The direction of sailing is' 


only apparently horizontal,and persists 
only M) long as the force of propulsion- 
overcomes the force of gravitation. The 
bird must then renew his stroke or he 
will glide gradually downward. If a 
bird floats a considerable distance with- 
jut beating his wings or descending, it 
Is in consequence of a'reslsting current 
From such simple principles is gradual- 
ly being worked out the problem of air 
navigation. A dirigible flying machine, 
It is thought by many scientists, can be 
constructed,provided.of course,there be 
an intelligent application of the flight- 
geuei ating force of rationally construct- 
!d pressure-surfaces.—N. Y. Ledger.
